I he court, on its own motion, may view ihe public record in contrOvers) in private before reaching 
a decision, Failure 1" comply w ith an order of the court may be punished as contempt of court. 

15) An Action commenced under this seclion and an appeal from an action commenced under this section shall be assigned for hearing and 
trial or for argument ai the earliest practicable dale and expedited in every way. 

"'I I' " person asserting the right to inspect, copy or receive a copy of all or a portion of a public record prevails in an action commenced under 

this section, ihe court shall award reasonable attorneys' fees, costs, and disbursements, If the person or public body prevails in part, ihe court may. in 
its discretion, award all or an appropriate portion of reasonable attorneys' fees, costs, and disbursements. I he award shall be assessed againsl Ihe 
public body liable for damages under subsection (7). 

II the circuit court determines in an action commenced under this section thai the public body has arbitrarily and eaprieiouslv violated this 
liel hv refusal or delay in disclosing or providing copies of a public record. Ihe court shall award, in addition to any actual or compensator) damages, 
punitive damages in the amount of $500 to the person seeking ihe right to inspect or receive a copy to a public record. I he damages shall nol be 
assessed against an individual, but shall be assessed against the next succeeding public body that is nol an individual ami that kepi or maintained "W 
public record as part of its public function.
